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CONSTITUTON. 



ARTICLE I. 

Name. 
The name of this club shall be the Beverly Yacht Club. 

ARTICLE IL 

Officers. 

The officers of the Club shall be a Commodore, Vice- 
Commodore, Secretary, Treasurer, and a Measurer. 
There shall also be a Regatta Committee, consisting of 
seven members and the Secretary and Treasurer ex- 
officio; a Council, consisting of the Flag Officers, the 
Treasurer, Secretary, Chairman of the Regatta and House 
Committees, and two members of the Club; and a House 
Committee, consisting of five members, of whom the 
Treasurer ex-officio shall be one; both these Committees 
and the Council shall have power to fill any vacancies 
which may occur in their number. The Measurer may 
appoint one or more assistants. 

ARTICLE III. 

Election of Officers. 

The officers of the Club shall be elected at the annual 
meeting, which shall be held on the second Friday in 
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1 6' BEVERLY YACHT CLUB. 

December; they shall each be elected on a separate ballot, 
and shall hold office for one year. Vacancies may be 
hlled at any meeting, notice having been sent to each 
member at least one week previous to such meeting. 

At each annual meeting the Chair shall appoint a com- 
mittee of three, with power to fill vacancies, to prepare 
nominations for officers. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Duty of Commodore. 
It shall be the duty of the Commodore to take com- 
mand of the squadron, and to preside at all meetings. 
He may call a meeting of the Club at his pleasure, and 
shall do so at the request of three members, two of whom 
shall be owners of yachts. 

ARTICLE V. 
Duty of Vice-Commodore. 
It shall be the duty of the Vice-Commodore to assist 
the Commodore in the discharge of his duties, and to 
officiate in his absence. 

ARTICLE VI. 
Duty of Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary — 

To keep a record of the proceedings of all meetings of 
the Club in a book provided for that purpose. 

To keep a correct roll of all the members. 

To keep a list of the name, dimensions, rig, and own- 
ership of each yacht enrolled in the Club. 

To notify members elect of their election, and to notify 
each member of every meeting and regatta. 
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To have Club books printed, as provided by the By- 
Laws. 

To prepare a report of each regatta, to be sent to one 
or more papers for publication. 

ARTICLE VII. 
Duty of Treasurer. 
It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all 
moneys due the Club, and pay all bills contracted by it; 
keeping a correct account of the same in a book pro- 
vided for that purpose. 

To make a report at each meeting of the receipts and 
expenditures of the Club. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
Duty of Measurer. 
It shall be the duty of the Measurer to measure all 
yachts enrolled in the Club, and report their measure- 
ments to the Secretary. 

ARTICLE IX. 
Duty of Regatta Committee. 
It shall be the duty of the Regatta Committee to ar- 
range all regattas, and to app»oint one or more persons 
to act, together with the members of the Committee, as 
judges for the same. 

ARTICLE X. 
Duty of Council. 
It shall be the duty of the Council to control the policy 
and have charge of the finances of the Club. They shall 
appropriate to the use of each committee such sums of 
money as may seem to be for the interests of the Club 
and within its resources. Four members shall constitute 
a quorum. 
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ARTICLE XI. 
Election of Members. 

The election of members shall be by a committee, 
which shall be appointed by the Commodore, consisting 
of three owners of yachts, and two who are not owners; 
a quorum being two of the former and one of the latter. 
The name of the proposed member, with the name of 
the proposer and seconder, shall be forwarded to the 
committee. Two black balls shall exclude. 

The committee shall have full power to fill any vacan- 
cies which may occur in their number. 

Any woman is eligible for election to the Club as a 
Flag member, and shall, upon election, pay annual dues 
but no initiation fee. Such membership shall carry only 
the following privileges: to fly the Club burgee, to have 
private signal registered with the Secretary, to enter 
yacht and sail same in Club races, and the use of Club 
House and floats. 

ARTICLE XII. 
Voting. 

Upon questions directly affecting the Sailing Regula- 
tions and the government of yachts and regattas, only 
yacht owners shall vote, each yacht being represented by 
one owner. 

At the election of ofHcers, and upon all other questions, 
each member shall have one vote. 

ARTICLE XIIL 
Amendments. 
This Constitution may be amended at any meeting, but 
no amendment shall be valid until approved at a subse- 
quent meeting. 
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CHAPTER I. 
Dues. 

Each member, on his election, shall pay the sum of 
twenty dollars, which shall include his dues for the cur- 
rent year; if such sum is not paid within sixty days after 
notification, such election shall be null and void. Each 
subsequent annual payment shall be ten dollars, and shall 
become due at the annual meeting of each year. 

Members who are absent from the United States dur- 
ing th6 whole of the fiscal year, commencing on the 
second Friday in December, shall be exempt from their 
dues for such year, provided they give notice of their in- 
tended absence to the Secretary. 

On the first day of each month, or as soon thereafter 
as may be practicable, the Treasurer shall send a bill to 
each member of the amount of his indebtedness to the 
Club, which bill may be sent by mail and shall bear date 
of the day on which it is sent. 

If such indebtedness be not paid in full on or before 
the fifteenth day from the date of such bill, the member 
shall be refused credit until his indebtedness be dis- 
charged in full. If such indebtedness shall not be paid 
in full on or before the expiration of one month from 
the date of such bill, the name of the member, together 
with the amount of his indebtedness, may be posted on 
the Club bulletin board, and he shall also be suspended 
from all rights and privileges of membership, including 
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that of entering the Club House, notice beine sent him 
to that effect. Should he not discharge his indebtedness 
in full on or before the expiration of two months from 
the date of the original bill, he shall cease to be a mem- 
ber of the Club, but shall not be thereby released from 
payment of his indebtedness. 

A person who has ceased to be a member of the Club 
by reason of non-payment of indebtedness may be rein- 
stated by a vote to that effect of two-thirds of the members 
present and voting at any meeting of the House Commit- 
tee, provided notice be given in the call for the meeting, 
and provided also that his indebtedness to the Club be 
paid in full before he shall be thereupon re-admitted to 
the privileges of the Club. 

CHAPTER II. 
Quorum. 
Ten members shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. 

CHAPTER III. 

Yacht Squadron. 
Any yacht owned by a member or members of the Club 
may be enrolled in the yacht squadron upon the owner 
or owners filing with the Secretary a descriotion of the 
yacht. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Club Signals. 

The signal of the Club shall be a pointed burgee, its 

width being two-thirds of its length; the device, a red 

five-pointed st^r, in diameter one-quarter the gre^^tcst 
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width of the signal, placed in the middle of a white tri- 
angle whose base is the luff of the signal, the apex being 
in the middle of the triangle, distant one-half the length 
of the same from the luff; the rest of the flag blue.* 

CHAPTER V. 
Pendants. 

The Commodore, when afloat, will wear a broad pen- 
dant with a foul anchor surrounded by thirteen five- 
pointed stars in white on a blue field. 

The Vice-Commodore will wear a broad pendant with 
the same device on a red field. 

CHAPTER VI. 
Proxies. 
Voting may be by proxy. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Notices. 

Notices of the annual meeting shall be sent to every 

member at least six days previous to the meeting; of all 

special meetings at least three days before such meetings; 

and of all regattas at least six days before such regattas. 

CHAPTER VIII. 
Special Meetings. 
Nothing shall be acted on at a special meeting except 
business " stated in the call for the meeting.

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CHAPTER IX. 

Change of Ownership. 

Each member, upon buying or selling a yacht, shall 
give notice of the same to the Secretary. 

CHAPTER X. 

Expulsions. 

In case of any occurrence injurious to the welfare of 
the Club, the name or names of any member or members 
implicated therein may be removed from the list of mem- 
bers by a vote of the majority of the members present at 
any meeting. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Club Books. 

There shall be printed each year, under the direction of 
the Secretary, a book for use of the members of the Club, 
containing the Constitution, By-Laws and Sailing Regu- 
lations, together with a list of members, and also of the 
yachts belonging to the Club, with their dimensions, rig 
and ownership, and an account of the races sailed the 
previous season. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Amendments. 

These By-Laws may be amended at any regular meet- 
ing, or at a special meeting, if proposed alteration is in- 
cluded in the call for the meeting. 
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1. Rooms will be one dollar a day or any part of a 
day, and members may engage them by writing to D. H. 
Kendrick, Pocasset, Mass., a day. or two before they 
wish to occupy them. They must notify him how many 
to expect and what to provide in the way of food. 

2. Lunch will be served on race days at fifty cents a 
plate, and no special orders will be served, until after 
2 P. M., to others than occupants of rooms. 

3. Gentlemen residing within fifteen miles of the Club 
House will be admitted when accompanied by a member 
or escorting a member*s family except on race days, when 
only those who are to sail in the race on a member^s 
yacht or those presenting invitation cards signed by a 
member of the House Committee will be admitted. 

4. Ladies admitted to the Club llouse at all times be- 
tween the hours of 10 A. M. and sunset. 

5. The Club House will be opened for the use of 
members daily from April fifteenth to November first, on 
giving suitable notice. 

6. Members wishing to extend to strangers (those 
who reside at a greater distance than fifteen miles from 
the Club House) the privileges of the Club House will 
find at the Club House, cards of invitation with blank 
spaces for the name of the guest and the length of time 
desired. These cards must be signed by a member of 
the House Committee. 

7. Members, or those entitled to privileges as such, 
must sign a card for everything furnished by the Club. 
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8. For the benefit of members stopping at the Club 
House, the Club will supply tea or coffee, milk, butter, 
bread, oatmeal, potatoes, sugar, salt, etc., at the cost of 
one dollar ($i.oo) per day in addition to the charge for 
the room. All vegetables, meat, fish, and eggs will be 
extra, and can be obtained by the Steward from the local 
dealers. 

9. Members staying at the Club House and ordering 
provisions of any kind not furnished by the Club are re- 
quested to see that their bills are submitted to them by 
the Steward, and settled by them before their departure. 

NoTB. —Through the kindness of the Cataumet Golf Club the use of 
their Links has been extended to those members of the Bsvbrly Yacht 
Club who are staying at the Club House. 

Carriages can be procured from Mr. Mehuren, the Station agent at 
Wenaumet. 
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RULE I. 
Management of Races. 

All races, and yachts sailing therein, shall be under the 
direction of the Regatta Committee of the Club. All 
matters shall be subject to their approval and control, 
and all doubts, questions, and disputes which may arise 
shall be subject to their decision. Their decisions shall 
be based upon these rules, so far as they apply, but as no 
rules can be devised capable of meeting every incident 
and accident of sailing, the Regatta Committee shall keep 
in view the ordinary customs of the sea, and discourage 
all attempts to win a race by other means than fair sailing 
and superior speed and skill. The decisions of the Com- 
mittee shall be final. 

The Regatta Committee have power to make any 
changes in the rules which may appear to them necessary 
for the regulation of open races. 

RULE II. 
Application. 
Yachts entered in a ra<;e shall be amenable to these 
rules from the time the preparatory signal is given. 

These rules shall apply to all yachts sailing in a race, 
whether in the same or in different classes. 

All yachts belonging to the Club, not sailing in a race, 
shall keep out of the way of yachts in a race, and to lee- 
ward of them. 
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RULE III. 

Postponement. 
The Regatta Committee shall have power to postpone 
any race, should unfavorable weather render such a 
course desirable. 

RULE IV. 
Classification and Measurement for Races. 

Classification shall be by racing length as follows: 
Special Class, all yachts over thirty feet, and not over 
thirty-five feet. First Class, all yachts over twenty-five 
feet, and not over thirty feet. Second Qass, all yachts 
over twenty-one feet, and not over twenty-five feet. 
Third Qass, all yachts over eighteen feet, and not over 
twenty-one feet. Fourth Class, all yachts over fifteen feet, 
and not over eighteen feet. Fifth Class, all yachts of 
fifteen feet and under. 

The racing length shall be the load water-line; this 
shall be measured in a straight line between the furthest 
point forward and the furthest point aft, where the hull, 
exclusive of the rudder or rudder post, is intersected by 
the surface of the water, when the yacht is afloat in 
smooth water, and in racing trim. The maximum num- 
ber of crew, and weight of ballast which the owner elects 
to carry in any race, shall be on board at the time of 
measurement. The weight of the crew for purposes of 
measurement shall average not less than 150 pounds for 
each person, for which dead weight may be substituted, 
and shall be placed amidships at the point of the greatest 
beam at the water-line, or in such position as to place 
the yacht in racing trim, as directed by the Measurer. 

Any yacht, whatever her racing length may be, en- 
rolled in the Club before October i, 1897, and which 
sailed in any of the Club races during the season of 1897, 
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may sail in the class in which she was then entitled to 
sail, unless her racing length has since been increased 
by change of form or ballast, and, after such increase, is 
above the limit of her class. 

In all classes, Cats and Sloops shall sail for separate 
prizes and pennants. 

In case there be only one entry in any class or division 
thereof, such entry may sail in the next higher class of the 
same rig in which there may be any entries, but shall 
sail at her usual racing length. In case there be but a 
single entry in all Sloop classes, such Sloop may sail 
with Cats of her own class. Cat- Yawls shall be classi- 
fied as Cats. 

Yachts must be measured before starting in a race, but 
the Regatta Committee may, for good reasons of which 
they have been notified before the race, name some later 
time for the measurement. 

If a yacht's racing length is increased by any means 
after measurement, the Regatta Committee must be noti- 
fied and she must be remeasured before starting in any 
race. In case of remeasurement on a protest, a fee of two 
dollars ($2.00) shall be paid to the Measurer by the owner 
of the protesting yacht if the protest is not sustained, 
and by the owner of the yacht protested if sustained. 
No yacht shall be entitled to be remeasured for any tem- 
porary change of trim not intended to be permanent, 
unless such change of trim increases her racing length. 

The Measurer shall furnish certificate of measurement 
to each yacht measured. 

NoTK. — Any one desiring to have a boat measured on the day of a race 
will find Mr. Edward H. Burgess, Assistant Measurer, in ToBey Island 
harbor till 11.30 a. m. No boat will be measured on the day of a race after

TWENTY-FIVE FOOTERS. 

Length L. W. L. — ^The length on the load water-line 
shall not exceed twenty-five feet, measure^ with full 
equipment on board. 

At the measured points of immersion, on bow and 
stern, the boats shall be marked by the Measurer with 
plainly discernible permanent marks. 

Beam. — ^The beam at load water-line shall be at least 
nine feet. 

Draft. — The draft without centreboard shall not be less 
than three feet, six inches. 

Freeboard. — ^The freeboard shall not be less than 
twenty-four inches on minimum beam. A reduction of 
one inch freeboard allowed for every increase of four 
inches in beam. 

Ballast. — Outside ballast, weighing at least forty-five 
hundred pounds, shall be bolted to the keel. Certificate 
of weight shall be furnished the Measurer by the desig^ner 
and builder. 

Centreboard. — Centreboard shall be made of wood and 
shall not be ballasted with more than sixty pounds of 
metal. 

Deck. — ^To be "wholly decked, except the space for 
cabin trunk, cockpit, and hatches. The cockpit to be 
water-tight, with scuppers draining outboard. 

Cabin-House and Fixtures. — Cabin-house shall not be 
less than nine feet in length, and in width not less than 
five-eighths of the over-all beam of boat. Cabin shall 
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be fitted at each end with bulkhead not less than three- 
fourths inch thick; transom on each side; three lockers, 
one for dishes; one folding berth forward; stand for 
stove. 

Head-Room and Cabin Floor. — ^The head-room in 
cabin shall not be less than five feet, measured from floor 
to underside of house beam amidships. 

The cabin floor shall be continuous for the length of 
the trunk, with greatest width, of at least two feet four 
inches, between opposite frames. 

Scantlings. — Keel, stem, frames, deck, and house beams 
shall be of oak. Frames not less than one and one- 
fourth inches by one and one-half inches, spaced not 
more than ten inches on centres. Deck beams not less 
than two square inches sectional area, spaced not more 
than ten inches on centres. 

House beams not less than one and one-half inches sec- 
tional area, spaced not more than twelve inches on cen- 
tres. 

Bilge stringers and deck clamps of not less than five 
inches sectional areas for half their length, worked fore 
and aft, shall be required. 

There shall be suitable floor timbers, spaced with the 
frames for three-fourths of the over-all length of the 
boat. 

Planking. — ^The planking of hull and deck shall be not 
less than one inch finished. 

Planking of top of house not less than three-fourths 
inch finished. 

Sails. — Sails to be restricted to lower sails of not more 
than nine hundred square feet (measured by sail makers* 
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rule), of which not more than seven hundred and twenty 
feet shall be in the mainsail. A triangular spinnaker may 
also be used. 

Previous to measurement, the owner shall furnish the 
inspector with a correct sail plan, and cause distinguish- 
ing marks (black bands one inch wide) to be painted 
around the mast boom and gaff, at the corners of the 
mainsail. On the forestay, level with the head of the 
jib, a suitable mark shall be fixed. No part of the main- 
sail shall at any time extend beyond the inner edges of 
the marks. No part of jib shall extend above the mark 
on the stay. 

No battens over forty inches long allowed. 

Storm sails may be substituted for working sails. 

Spinnaker. — The halliard-block for spinnaker shall not 
be more than thirty feet from the deck. 

The length of spinnaker boom, measured swung out 
square as in use, from haul-out attachment to centre line 
of boat, shall not exceed twenty-five feet. 

Equipment. — Equipment, to be on board when meas- 
ured and to be carried at all times, shall consist of one 
anchor, not less than forty pounds, thirty fathoms of one 
and one-half inch cable, cushions for the transoms, com- 
pass and binnacle, bucket, boat hook, fog horn, lantern, 
pump, and four life preservers. 

Crew. — Crew shall consist of not more than four per- 
sons. 

TWENTY-ONE FOOTERS. 

Definition. — A boat of this class is intended to be a 
seaworthy boat with cabin-house and fair accommoda- 
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tions; with water-tight standing room or air tanks of suf- 
ficient capacity to float the boat when full of water; 
rigged simply with only mainsail, fo«*estaysail, or jib, and 
spinnaker. 

Length L. W. L.— The length of the load water-line, 
with full equipment aboard, shall not exceed twenty-one 
feet. 

Beam L. W. L. — ^The beam at the load water-line in 
keel boats shall be at least seven feet, and in centreboard 
boats at least seven feet nine inches. 

Freeboard and House. — The freeboard shall not be less 
than twenty inches on the said required beam, — a reduc- 
tion of one inch on the freeboard allowed for every in- 
crease of four inches in beam. 

The cabin-house shall have a length of at least seven 
feet, and a width equal to sixty per cent, of the greatest 
beam on deck, a height at the forward end at least six 
and one-half inches, and at the aft end of at least nine 
inches above the deck; provided that, in case the free- 
board exceeds the requirements, such excess may be 
deducted from the required height of the cabin-house. 

Ballast and Draft. — For centreboard boats, the draft 
shall not be less than three feet for at least five feet 
length of keel; the total outside fixed ballast shall not be 
less than three thousand pounds. For keel boats, the 
draft shall not exceed six feet; the outside ballast shall 
not be less than thirty-five hundred pounds. Certificate 
of weight of ballast shall be furnished the Measurer by 
designer and builder. The fin shall not be counted in 
the required weight of ballast, and no fin shall be less 
than one-half inch in thickness. 
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Scantlings, Planking, and Construction. — ^The keel, 
stem, frames, house, and deck beams shall be of oak or 
its equivalent in strength. 

The frames shall not be less than one square inch; 
dack beams not less than one and one-half square inch 
section; house beams not less than three-fourths of a 
square inch section. 

The spacing of frames, deck, and house beams to be 
not more than nine inches, centre to centre. 

The planking, including deck and the side of house, 
shall be not less than three-fourths inch thick; the top 
of house shall be not less than five-eighths inch finished. 

Deck clamps shall run stem to stern, with a minimum 
cross section of four square inches for at least one-half 
the length; also bilge stringers, of at least four square 
inches cross section, shall run for at least one-half the 
extreme length of the boat amidships. Clamps and 
stringers to be of yellow pine or its equivalent in 
strength. 

Sails. — The sail area shall not be over six hundred 
square feet, and not over four hundred and eighty square 
feet of actual sail area shall be in the mainsaiL The in- 
spector shall be provided with a correct sail plan of any 
boat to be measured; and, previous to measurement, • the 
owner shall cause distinguishing marks, satisfactory to 
the inspector, to be placed on the spars as follows : — 

On the mast at the tack, and at the throat of the main- 
sail, on the boom at the clew of the mainsail; on the 
gaff at the peak of the mainsail. No part of the main- 
sail shall be allowed to extend beyond these marks. The 
marks shall be black bands painted around the spars in 
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a m^xm^v satisfactory to the inspector. The inner edge 
of the hands shall be the limits of the sail. 

The actual area of the jib shall be measured. 

The extreme distance in feet from mast to end of spin- 
naker boom, when in position as used, shall not be more 
than four hundred, divided by the distance in feet from 
deck to throat of spinnaker halliard-block. 

No battens over thirty inches in length allowed to be 
used in sails. 

Equipment. — Equipment to include anchor not less 
than twenty-five pounds, and cable of not less than thirty 
fathoms of one and one-fourth inch rope; also bucket, 
pump, compass, fog horn, boat hook, lead and line, lan- 
tern, and three life preservers. 

Crew. — The crew is limited to three persons. 

Other Boats Accepted. — All boats existing that have 
been accepted by the inspector under previous rules, and 
all boats existing or in process of construction January 
I, 1898, that comply w'th the rule of the Beverly Yacht 
Club of 1897, and all boats built on the lines and spec- 
ifications of W. B. Stearns, as accepted by the Seawan- 
haka Yacht Club, and carrying not more than five hun- 
dred and fifty feet of sail, shall be accepted as complying 
with these restrictions. 

EIGHTEEN FOOTERS. 

Definition. — A boat of this class is intended to be a sea- 
worthy boat with cabin-house and fair accommodations; 
with air tanks of sufficient capacity to float the boat when 
full of water; rigged simply with only mainsail, forestay- 
sail, or jib, and spinnaker, without bowsprit. 
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Length L. W. L. — ^The length of the load water-line, 
with full equipment, shall not exceed eighteen feet 

Beam L. W. L. — The beam at the load water-line in 
keel boats shall be at least six feet one inch, and in cen- 
treboard boats at least six feet six inches. 

Freeboard and House. — ^The freeboard shall not be 
less than seventeen inches on the said required beam, — 
a reduction of one inch on the freeboard allowed for 
every increase of four inches in beam. 

The cabin-house shall have a length of at least six feet, 
and a width equal to sixty per cent, of the greatest beam 
on deck, a height at the forward end of at least four 
inches, and at the aft end of at least six inches above the 
deck; provided that, in case the freeboard exceeds the re- 
quirements, such excess may be deducted from the re- 
quired height of the cabin-house. 

Ballast and Draft. — For centreboard boats the draft 
shall not be less than two feet six inches for at least four 
feet length of keel ; the total outside fixed ballast shall not 
be less than fifteen hundred pounds. For keel boats the 
draft shall not exceed four feet six inches; the outside 
ballast shall not be less than eighteen hundred pounds. 
Certificate of weight of ballast shall be furnished the 
Measurer by designer and builder. The fin shall not be 
counted in the required weight of ballast, and no fin 
shall be less than one-half inch in thickness. 

Scantlings, Planking, and Construction. — ^The keel, 
stem, frames, house, and deck beams shall be of oak or its 
equivalent in strength. 

The frames shall not be less than seven-eighths inch; 
deck beams not less than one and one-fourth square inch 
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section; house beams not less than three-fourths of a 
square inch section. 

The spacing of frames, deck, and house beams to be 
not more than nine inches, centre to centre. 

The planking, including deck and the side of house, 
shall be not less than three-fourths inch thi:k; the top of 
house shall be not less than five-eighths inch finished. 

Deck clamps shall run from stem to stern, with a min- 
imum cross section of thr^e square inches for at least 
one-half the length; also bilge stringers of at least three 
square inches cross section shall run for at least one-half 
the extreme length of the boat amidships. Clamps and 
stringers to be of yellow pine or its equivalent in 
strength. 

Sails. — The sail area shall not be over four hundred and 
fifty square feet, and not over three hundred and sixty 
square feet of actual sail area shall be in the mainsail. 
The inspector shall be provided with a correct sail plan of 
any boat to be measured; and, previous to measurement, 
the owner shall cause distinguishing marks, satisfactory 
to the inspector, to be placed on the spars as follows: — 

On the mast at the tack, and at the throat of the main- 
sail, on the boom at the clew of the mainsail; on the gaff 
at the peak of the mainsail. No part of the mainsail shall 
be allowed to extend beyond these marks. The marks 
shall be black bands painted around the spars in a man- 
ner satisfactory to the inspector. The inner edge of the 
bands shall be the limits of the sail. 

The actual area of the jib shall be measured. 

The extreme distance in feet from mast to end of spin- 
naker boom,, when in position as used, shall not be more 
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than three hundred and twenty-four, divided by the dis- 
tance in feet from deck to throat of spinnaker halliard- 
block. 

No battens over twenty-six inches in length allowed to 
be used in sails. 

Equipment. — Equipment to include anchor, not less 
than twenty-one pounds, and cable of not less than 
thirty fathoms of one and one-eighth inch rope; also 
bucket, pump, compass, fog horn, boat hook, lead and 
line, lantern, and three life preservers. 

Crew. — The crew is limited to three persons. 

FIFTEEN FOOTERS. 
OVER ALL.— Twenty-two feet. 
L. W. L.— Fifteen feet. 
BEAM L. W. L.— Five feet ten inches. 
DRAFT. — Without centreboard, two feet three inches. 
FREEBOARD.— At least sixteen inches. 
SAIL AREA.— Three hundred and twenty feet. 
OUTSIDE FIXED LEAD.— One thousand pounds. 
Boats to have water-tight bulkheads and no bowsprit. 

RULE V. 

Time Allowance. 

Yachts which have not been enrolled in the Club, nor 
sailed in any of the Club's races prior to October i, 1895, 
shall not receive any time allowance, but shall give the 
usual allowance to yachts entitled to receive allowance, — 
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SAILING REGULATIONS. 37 

all new boats sailing at the class limit for purposes of al- 
lowance. A yacht so altered below the limit of measure- 
ment after October i, 1895, as to change her racing 
length by other means than the change of weight shall 
be considered as built after that date for purposes of al- 
lowance. 

RULE VI. 

Sails. 
Cat-boats shall carry mainsail only. In all other 
classes, except cruising class, there shall be no restric- 
tion in regard to sails, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Regatta Committee, who shall have full power to regu- 
late this; and no means except sails shall be used to pro- 
pel a yacht, and no spinnaker shall be carried extending 
above the upper halliard sheave or block. 

RULE VII. 

Allowance of Men. 

Yachts during a regatta are allowed to carry crews as 
follows: First Class Sloops shall be allowed to carry six 
men; First Class Cat and Second Class Sloops can carry 
five men: Twenty-five foot restricted; Second Class Cats 
and Third Class Sloops can carry four men; all other 
classes below, can carry three men. 

RULE VIII. 

Members on Each Yacht. 

Every yacht competing for a prize shall be sailed only 
by a member of the Club.

RULE IX. 

Ballast. 

No change in the weight of ballast shall be made on 
the day of a race, and no trimming by dead weight al- 
lowed during a race in any class; but the Regatta Com- 
mittee may waive the first clause of this rule for open 
races. 

RULE X. 

Spars. 

No change of spars shall be made on the day of a race, 
except in case of accident, in which case notice of the 
change shall be given to the Regatta Committee before 
the preparatory signal, and the new spars shall be of the 
same length as those for which they are substituted. 

RULE XL 
Instructions. 

Each yacht entered for a race shall, at the time of entry 
or as soon after as possible, be supplied with written or 
printed instructions as to the conditions of the race, the 
course to be sailed, marks, etc. Nothing shall be con- 
sidered as a mark in the course unless especially named 
in such instructions. 

The Regatta Committee shall have power to change the 
course or amend the instructions on or before the day of 
the race, providing notice of such change is given to 
each yacht before the preparatory signal is made. 
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RULE XII. 

Time of Race. 

Yachts in the first, second and twenty-five foot classes 
must sail the race at a rate of not less than two and three- 
fourths miles an hour; those in the third, fourth, twenty- 
one and eighteen foot classes at a rate of not less than 
two and one-half miles an hour; and those in the fifth 
class at a rate of not less than two miles an hour. 

RULE XIII. 

Anchoring. 

Yachts may anchor during a race without forfeiting 
their claim to a prize, but must weigh their anchors on 
again resuming their course. 

RULE XIV. 

Removal of Stakeboat. 

Should any stakeboat, buoy, or other mark be absent 

or moved from its proper position during a race, the 

question of re-sailing the race shall be decided by the 

Regatta Committee. 

RULE XV. 
Accidents. 

In case of accident to another vessel, or of a man falling 
overboard from another vessel, all yachts in a position to 
do so shall use their utmost endeavors to render assist- 
ance, and if it should appear, in the judgment of the Re- 
gatta Committee, that any yacht so rendering assistance 
was thereby prevented from winning the race, the Corn- 
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46 BEVERLY YACHT CLUB. 

mittee shall have power to order the race to be re-sailed 
between such yacht and the actual winner in the same 
class. 

RULE XVI. 
Start and Finish. 

The time of the start and finish shall be taken whfeii 
the point marked by the foremast in schooners and the 
mainmast is single-masted vessels and yawls crosses th^ 
given line; but if this point in any yacht be across the 
li»e when the signal for the start in her class is made, she 
must return and re-cross the line. 

A yacht so returning, or one working into position 
from the wrong side of the line after the signal for the 
start has been made, must keep clear of, and give way to, 
all competing yachts. 

RULE XVII. 
Fouling. 

When one yacht is approaching another yacht, so as to 
involve risk of fouling, one of them shall keep clear of th^ 
other as follows: — 

A yacht free shall keep clear of one close-hauled.' 

When both yachts are close-hauled, or both free, or 
both have the wind aft, and have the wind on opposite 
sides, the yacht with the wind on the port side shall keep 
clear. 

When both yachts are free, or both have the wind aft, 
and have the wind on the same side, the yacht to wind- 
ward shall keep clear. 

A yacht with the wind aft is deemed to have the wind 
on the side opposite to that on which she is carrying her 
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main boom. A yacht with the >yind aft shall keep clear 
of a yacht on any other point of sailing. 

An overtaking yacht shall in every case, as long as an 
overlap exists, keep clear of the yacht which is being 
overtaken. 

An overlap is established when an overtaking yacht has 
no longer a free choice on which side she will pass, and 
continues to exist as long as the leeward yacht by luffing 
or the weather yacht by bearing away is in danger of 
fouling. 

When of two yacht one is obliged to keep clear, the 
other shall not so alter her course as to involve risk of 
fouling. 

A yacht may luff as she pleases in order to prevent an- 
other from passing her to windward, provided she begins 
to luff before an overlap has been established. 

A yacht shall not bear away out of her course so as to 
hinder another in passing to leeward. 

A yacht shall not become entitled to her rights on a 
new course until she has filled away. 

When two yachts, both close-hauled on the same tack, 
are converging by reason of the leeward yacht holding a 
better wind, and neither can claim the rights of a yacht 
being overtaken, then the yacht to leeward shall keep 
clear. 

If an overlap exists between two yachts when both of 
them, without tacking, are about to pass a mark on the 
required side, then the outside yacht must give the inside 
yacht room to pass clear of the mark. A yacht shall not, 
however, be justified in attempting to establish an over-
